Without
an Inerense of farnt Hvoestodk, there
may yot bo far more than onough
hay to mupply demands this  fall

From the standpoint of shipplng,
hay offers no hope to the Malheur
eounty farmer. The conditions now
exiniting are prabably aboutl as good,
so far an valups are concerned, as
ean ba expooted If statisticn on aver-
nge hay values are any gulde for
the futurs. There will probably be
vonrs whon hay will sell high enough
to leave a faly margin abave baling,
hauling and frelght charges, but en
the average thin way of marketing
ennnot be deponded on.  The mar-
kot for hay must romain in the feed-
g of livestock on the farm, This,
in order that it will ba profitable,
ealls for less hay or more livestock
ns anyone will testify who owns »
fow stuckw of 1920 alfalfa,

The pressnt movement toward
plowing up alfalfa means that there
will be an Inerease In  diversified
farming and farm livestock Keeping
There will be less hay produced and
more of other crops, and there will
bo & amaller percontage of the hay
grown offered for aale because more
of It will be needed on the farm,
(‘rops which have been found prac-
tieal to grow on a commercial win
are clover for hay and seed, corn
for graln and ensilage, whont, bap-
loy and potatoos. Sumar beets are
heilng grown o some estent in the
We'ser distriet, while such crops as
hoad lettuce, onlons and other truck
orops are grown succeasfully in
parts of the Banke River valley. For
the present year, wheat s probably
the baest prospect for planting on
uifnifa  sod fTor Iarge Acreages
Wheat has the advantage of belng
both & hread grain and & feed grain
and therefore may be marketed to
better advantage than any other
grain. It also, although selling at
what seems vary low prices now, s
in better demand and less of it s
held In réserve, than any other
graln except rye. nocording to sta-
tistles on  world  supplies.  The
planting of barley and other feed
grain does not offer such good
prospects owing to the large stocks
held over from last Yyear's crop
Farly potatoes will ordinarily be
more profitable than late ones, if
the crop s handled direéct from the
flold and sold to be shipped in re-
frigorator cars. There should be an
increase In corn production both
for grain and enallage purposes for
farm use, Also In clover seed pro-
duation.
